JEDDAH, Nov. 27 — Almost all of the 
500 renegades who attacked the holy mosque 
in Mecca last week — including women and 
children — have surrendered, chough a few 
are stiU bolding out in the basement of the 
mosque complex. 

Special forces Maj. Muhammad Zuwaid 
AJ-Nefai. whose troops were in the thick of 
the action in clearing the mosque, said Tues- 
day night that the attackers had to be fought 
room-to-room and minaret to minaret 
through the mosque. 

By Tuesday night the majority of them had 
surrendered, he said, though heavy casualties 
were sufiered on both sides — and among 
innocent citizens — throughout the siege. 

At one point the renegades were in control 
of a targe portion of (he city, including hills 
overlooking the mosque complex, he said in 
an interview on Saudi television Tuesday 
night. 

Snipers among the renegades kilted inno- 
cent women and children, he. said. 

Four separate units of Saudi troops — from 
the Army, the National Guard, the Special 
Forces and the Security Force — were 
involved in the successful drive to retake the 
mosque, he said. 

Orders to the troops came through two 
commands, a political command and a milit- 
ary command, both located in Mecca and 
both in constant touch with King Khaled. he 
said. 

The King set four objectives the military 
forces were required to follow throughout the 
operation, he added. They included: saving 
the mosque fiom destruction, saving inno- 
cent lives, saving thelives of troops, and cap- 
turing the renegades alive if possible. 

He said that after the first armed forces 
attack on the mosque, the renegades retre- 
ated to a second line of defense, but con- 
tinued to fight. 
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M^. Midiammad Zuweid NeEai daring a 
TV interview Tnesday night. 

On Saturday, Saudi troops began using 
tear gas and asphixiating gas against the 
renegades, and gradually forced them ro do 
battle in areas the armed forces bad picked, 
rather than the areas they had chosen.he said.' 

The renegades used manresses and bed- 
covers CO cry and keep the gas out. their resis- 
tance gradually weakened, Maj. Ai-Nefai 
said. 

Throughout Saturday and Sunday Saudi 
forces continued their advance, taking 
casualties during the fighting but never ceas- 
ing to move in on the renegades, be said. 

Wounded troops were evacuated, and the 
battle went on. he added, until by Sunday, the 
armed forces controlled the entire complex 
except for the basements. 

And Monday and Tuesday have been 
devoted to attempting to clear them outTwith 
trore gas. shelling, sniping anJ appeals to 
surrender. 

He said from those who have surrendered, 
the security forces now know the locations 
and numbers of those remaining inside the 
basement. 

"They still remain there for the time 
being." he added.

So fu six Austrian trade mis- 
sions have visited the Middle East 
“on account of the growing impor- 
tance of the Arab Markets for the 
Austrian economy,” according to 
Philipp Von Scboeller, president 
of the Industrial Section of the 
Federal Economic Chamber. 

Sdioeller says Saudi Arabia 
“has become tbe most important 
maiket for Austrian goods in the 
Arab region,." 

Representatives of Austrian 
industrial and planning companies 
will study the potential role to be 
played by Austria in the Third 
Five-year Plan. 

'*The 19 members of the trade 
mission will also have an oppor- 
tunity to discuss the possibility of 
joint ventures with Saudi Arabian 
paitners,” he says. 

Speaking about the mission to 
an Austrian magazine dealing 
with tbe Middle East, Schmid 
attached “tremendous value” to 
tbe delegation. He hoped that 
Austrian businessmen will get to 
know tbe size of tbe Arab market, 
as almost anything can be 
exported, from light bulbs to turn- 
key plants." The Austrians will 
alro &d that there is no scarcity of 
funds. They will come to under- 
stand that a compny may well suc- 
ceed in this market, if it is pre- 


pared to enter into long-term 
commitments." 

Schmid agreed that tbe 
Austrians were rather late comers 
to Saudi Arabia “But when it 
comes to sophisticated technical 
structures. Western European 
companies are hard to beat. Let 
me remind you that it was 
Waagner-Biro from Austria that 
was awarded a contract for the 
construction of the most difficult 
section of a trunk road because 
advanced technologies and a 
highly experienced staff were 
needed for the project" 

So for, he said, Austrian exports 
have covered the whole range of 
products, from sawn timber to 
fimit juice. “In future companies 
should pay more attention to the 
wide field of technology. In par- 
ticular, 1 am thinking of electrifi- 
catioD technology and electronics 
machinery and vehicles. Engineer- 
ing offices, in tbe field of survey- 
ing, also stand good chances," .

New challense to Sarkis 


Saad Haddad said asking 


southerners to join him 


SIDON, South Lebanon, Nov. 
27 (Agencies) — Lebanese army 
renegade Maj. Saad Haddad has 
escalated his defiance of the 
Lebanese government by asking 
southern villagers to join his 
forces and evict the U.N. peace 
forces in the region, travelers 
reaching here reported Tuesday. 

Haddad told the villagers to pay^ 
taxes to him instead of the gov- ' 
emmeni of President F.Iias Sarkis 
and to allow Israeli merchandise 
to enter their villages, the travel- 
ers said. 

Last April, Haddad declared a 
“free Lebanon" state in a six mile 
deep strip along Lebanon's 59- 
mile-Iong southern border with 
Israel. 


Equipped and supplied by 
Israel, Haddad's rightist 
militiamen and army deserter fol- 
lowers have been defying Sarkis, 
the eight-nation U.N. peace force 
in the south and Palestinian com- 
mandos. 

Haddad wants the Palestinians 
out of southern Lebanon and has 
criticized the 5, 800-strong U.N. 
interim force in Lebanon 
(UNIFIL) for 'oeing too weak to 
check commando activities in the 
area. 

He also vowed to broaden his 
state, annex more villages, drive 
the commandos out of the south 
and ‘liberate the rest of Lebanon 
from the Syrian military occupa- 
tion."

A Bedouin 
romance 
rewritten 
and arranged by 
Diana Richmond 
Quartet 
Books, £4, 95

JEDDAH — Pictures of the 
romantic figures of Antar and 
Abla must be familiar to anyone 
living in the Middle East. They can 
be seen in suqs, coffee houses and 
houses in many towns and villages, 
painted on cloth, paper or glass. 

But only a few people 
remember or know about the 
many folk tales associated with 
this legendary couple. Television 
has taken over the story tellers' 
role. Men no longer gather in the 
local coffee*house to hear the lat- 
est instalment of the adventures. 
They no longer become involved, 
taking sides in the buttles, and 
sighing with the lovers. 

The professional story tellers, 
or hakuwatis, who specialized in 
relating the adventures of Antar, 
had a title of their own — 
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'anutirah*. These stories were ihe 
most popular. Everyone loved ti> 
hear of Amur ibn Shaddad. the 
black slave who fell in love with 
the daughter of the family he 
served. They loved to hear how he 
won her heart with his poetry and 
W'on her hand in marriage by his 
exploits as j warrior. 

Fortunately these .vtories were 
eventually recorded in Arabic. 
They filled thirty-two volumes. In 
the ninereenih century a French 
and an English version were pub- 
lished. Recently Diana Richmond 
selected, transiated and adapted 



Mtinc of the bust known i.iIcn into 
Faglish and hu.'i pn»duceJ a hc.iut- 
ifully illustrated book of them. 

Diana Richmond has lived and 
travelled in the Middle East for 
many years. She was first inspired 
to findout mtire about Antar after 
seeing a Damascus glass painting 
of him. She has rewritten the 
stories in her book with the aim of 
" re-creating their original fluency, 
richness and chivulric pride.** 

The stories are about the tribe.s 
who roamed the deserts and 
mountains of Arabia before the 
birth of the Prophet. Antal's own 
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tribe sought pasture for their ani- 
mals in the area nt*rth and we.**! of 
Medina, a wild and hilly land. 

.Antar* s father wu.n Shaddad and 
his mother was a beautiful black 
slave woman called Zebeeda. One 
story' describes Zebeeda as Shad- 
dad first saw her- 

"She H'us young, and she 
walked with aJi rhe spring and 
grace of .Africa. Her skin ustA- 
smooth as ebony, her wrists and 
ankles delicately formed, as the 
hones of a gazelle. Her teeth, when 
she smiled, sparkled like hailstones 
in the sunshine a fter a desert storm, 
and her eyes burned brown like 
polished come Han." 

We learn that Antar was large 
and strong from the moment of his 
birth. And, as a boy lending the 
tribe's animals, he tecame deter- 
mined that, although bom a slave, 
he would become an equal in the 
tribe. 

Abia was the daughter of Shad- 
dad's brother. Malec. and Malec's 
wife Sheriya. Hius she was a 
cousin of Ajitar. Antar fell in love 
with her after accidently seeing 
her unveiled one morning when he 
brought sheep's milk to the 
women's tent. From that day on he 
sang his love in poems which Abla 
heard and treasured. 

But Shaddad refused to allow 
Antar to marry Abla until he had 
proved himself a worthy member 
of the tribe. The stories tell of the 
treachery and battles that Antar 
faced until finally he was accepted. 
On that day Abla's brother Aim. 
who strongly disapproved of 
Antar, said; "O Antar, never 
would I have allowed my sister to 
marry a slave, a herder of camels, 
but t^ay. since you stand among 
us as free and as noble as your 
father, you are worthy also to take 
my sister in betrothal. Remember 
me hereafter, 1 pray you. as your 
humble servant." 




This was not the end of Antar's 
problems. He still had enemies 
and Abla's father set him many 
impossible casks before he would 
allow the marriage. This, of 
course, meant that -many more 
stories of his exploits could be 
told. Among these was the story of 
the ‘flying Camels' of Hira. 

Antar was told that he must pay 
a bride price of a ihousund of the 
‘flying camels.' the pride of King 
i'lMundhir. In the process uf try- 
ing to acquire these camels. Antar 
was captured by King Mundhir. 
However. Antar told the King his 
story in the form of a poem und 
sang of his love for Abla. The King 
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was moved. 

At that moment, a huge lion 
appeared on the scene. Antafs 
bonds were loosened and be killed 
the lion single-handed. Then the 
King promised to give him the 
camels and send him home if he 
would first help them fight their 
enemies. 

More courageous adventures 
lead to Antar eventually going 
back to his tribe with the titousand 
'flying camels' which “have no 
wings but seem nevertheless to fly 
over the desert on strong legs and 
velvet feet, making no more noise 
than does an owl*flitting across the 
silver sands by moonlights."

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A POSSIBLE OUT 


The U.N. Security Council has already called u^n Iran to 
release the hostages held at the American embassy in Tehran. 
The history of the Council and of the organization as a whole 
has amply demonstrated its poweriessness in international 
crises. 

As U.N. Secretary General Waldheim is no doubt aware 
of this, his move, the first on the part of a Secretary General 
for nineteen years, to convene the Security Council cannot 
reflect more than his moimting concerns at the deterioration 
of the situation. It is certainly no prelude to a solution — not 
from this quarter at least. 

Yet this is not to abandon hope. And the cause for this is 
somewhat paradoxical. It is the very gravity of the threat of an 
armed clash between -Iran and America to the fabric of inter- 
national relations and the world economy that must act as a 
brake on any further deterioration. 

This is coming through the fog of threat and counter 
threat, of verbal violence and military demonstration. The 
Americans, on their part, cannot abandon their basic demand, 
that of freedom for the hostages. But the Iranians, who are 
after all making the running, are giving increasingly clear 
signals of scaling down their terms. 

Iranian o^icials say now in private that, rather than the 
unconditional return of the Shah to face trial in Iran, a declara- 
tion in principle by the American administration regarding 
Iran's r^iht to bis property abroad, as well as one recognizing 
his brutality, would suffice. 

. It is clear that such a formulation offers a way out for both 
parties. For a declaration in principle would set the hostages 
free. What would remain then is the long legal wrangle on the 
extent of the Shah's holdings and the competence of the 
administration to dispose of them according to Iranian 
demands. The question of the Shah's criminality would also go 
the same way. 

What the Iranian government requires therefore is only 
something to offer to the students who have taken over the 
embassy. To merely order them home would involve a severe 
loss of face. To be able to tell them that they can stand down, 
their objective, no matter in what watered down form, having 
been achieved, is quite another matter.

India faces 


separatism in 


the triangle

CALCUTTA — 

Tnriia feais that undeiground gueiiilla aimies 
may join forces throughout the troubled states of 
the North-East in an attempt to throw off* Ifindu 
imperialism.' 

The north-eastern triangle, connected to India 
proper by a corridor of land only a few miles wide, 
has been racked with dissent for years, widi recur- 
rent stories of atrocities by Indian troops. 

Some of the the dissent is fostered by China: 
Peking claims part of the triangle, which in total 
covers 150,(XX) square miles of mountains and val- 
leys sandwiched between Burma, Bhutan, Ubet, 
Nepal and Bangladesh. 

fo a guerrilla incident a few days ago, the * Z ' 
brigade of the outlawed Mizoram National Front 
cn»sed the hills into Trqnira and shot up an Indian 
military outpost, killing two soldiers and a trader 
and stealing money, clothes and medicine. 

Sudi rai& have been common since the warlike 
Nagas raised the standard of independence when 
the British left in 1947. They have been subdued 
only by extensive and often repressive Indian army 
operations. 

Ominously, the * Z ' brigade attadc was the first 
time tribal guerrillas had carried their*war of libera- 
tion’ outsit their own territory. The oSsnsive 
tended to confirm fears of a link between under- 
ground armies in the North-East. This could force 
India to launch a major campaign in the triangle, 
whid) is virtually inaccessible to conventional, 
forces. 

The 20 million people of the triangle are of Mon- 
goloid descent and are Buddhists, animists or Chris- 
tians, placing them outside the main stream of the 
Indian population, whom they regard with con- 
tempt 

Last month Meghalaya, the most developed and 
peaceful of the north-eastern states, enqited into 
riots against settlers from the Indian pl^s. Six 
years ago Meghalaya proposed resident permits 
ro keep out immigrants, but the measure was struck 
down by Mrs. Gandhfs government Resentment 
has simmered ever since. 

Animosity was strengthened recently when one 
of the north eastern areas, Aninachal Pradesh, was 
persuaded by New Delhi to pass a law which , in 
effect forbub Christian wors^. More than 90 per 
cent of Mizos and about 60 per cent of Nagas are 
Christian. They are convinced India wants to force 
the tribes into the straitjacket of Hinduism. 

Separatism is sustaini^ by the Nonh-Easf s dis- 
tance from the rest of India and by traditions wbidi 
link it with other neighbours. 

Most of Aninachal Pradesh was once adminis- 
tered by the abbots of Towang Monastery, who 
accepted Lhasa's supremacy. The region is clamed 
by China as one of the five fingers of its Tibetan 
p^m. 

Manipur and Tripura were ruled by semi- 
independent princes until 1948. Ihe tribal pockets 
of Nagaland, Meghalaya and Mizoram also retained 
a distinct identity under the British, who made little 
attempt to inte^te them with India. 

Na^and was the first to protest at India's 
'expansionism,' followed by MIroram, which has 
bwn in a state of armed rebellion rinoe 1966, whf^i 
there was an attempt to set up an independent 
government. 

Tripura's underground National Volunteer 
Force operates from a Mizo training camp in Bang- 
ladesh' s Chittagong Hills. The Tripura guerrilla 
leader, Vijay Kumar Rangkhal, complains that tri- 
bal land has been appropriated; that immigrants 
control politics; and that the local langu^, Kag- 
barak, has been replaced by Bengali. 

The independence demand in neighbouring Man- 
ipur — where New Delhi dismissed the elected 
government this naonth — has led to attacks on 
police stations, military camps and jails, and the 
assassination of Indian officials. 

Manipur's People's Liberation Army is the only 
guerrilla group in the North-East to boast an 
ideological base. Its Chinese indoctrinated leaders 
claim authority over not only Manipur but also 
Nagaland, Mfooram, Tripura, Assam, Meghalaya 
and Arunacfaal Pradesh — in facL the entire 
triangle. 

As a result of the guerrilla activity, history is 
likely to repeat sixfold the tragedy of India’s experi- 
ence in Nagaland. Horror stories of the army’s 
'pacifying mission,' published abroad (notably by 
the Minority Rights Group in London), were dis- 
missed as Western prop^anda until they were 
repeated by the Naga People's Movement for 
Human Rights and taken up at the end of October 
by the People's Union for Civil Liberties in New 
Delhi. lOFNS). 



Teddy tries to shed brothers’ image

WASHINGTON — 

The third week in November is always the most 
difficult in Edward Kennedy’s personal calendar. 
“ And this year, ” said a friend in Boston, “ he is 
finding it harder than ever. '’ 

On Ttiesday, in Washington, he visited the grave 
of his murdered brother Bobby, to marie what 
would have been Bobby’s S4th birthday. By Thurs- 
day he had joined the rest of the Kennedy clan at its 
Hyannis hideaway. It was A merica' s annual Thank- 
sgiviog holiday, but it was also the 1 6tfa anniversaiy 
of his brother Jack’s assassination. 

In between, he hit the campaign trail through 
New Hanqishire, in pursuit of the same goal that 
cost both his brothers their lives. His massive sec- 
urity is a constant reminder of the danger. Zt is 
impossible, as you watch him mount platforms and 
plunge into crowds, not to fear the crack of a rifle at 
any moment. 

He has been advised to campaign from radio and 
TV stations, minimising his public appearances, but 
has shunned any such thoi^L His family, above 
all. Live in fear(so mud) so that they offered him no 
counsel on bu decision to run). They know, how- 
ever, that it is all part of Ted's attempt to prove that 
he is not just his brother^ brother. 

It is arable, of course, that we would never 
have hea^ of Edward Moore Kennedy had he been 
bom to a different family. *' If your name were 
Edward Mpbre,** said his Democratic opponent for 
Jacl^s Se'nate seat in 1962, bitter in defeat, “ your 
candidacy would be a joke." At the time, be was 
probably rigbL 

Seventeen Senate years later, Kennedy is not 
above using his femil/s recent history for political 
advantage. He talks mistily of the early 1950s, when 
America felt young and optimistic, though wisely 
esdiewing any mention of new frontiers, now that it 
feeb old and grey. Town bands, without bis bidding, 
tend to play selections from ' Caroelot ' as he goes 
by. 

But Ketmedy has spent the 11 years since 
Bobb/s death trying to prove there is more to him 
than hb surname. One driving force, he privately 
concedes, is to finish his brothers' interrupted work. 
Another is to prove to their ghosts that be can make 
it without them. 

After the wartime death of the eldest, Joe Jr, Jack 
and Bobby were always much closer to each other 
than Ted was to either. Only after President Ken- 
nedy's murder did hb two younger brothers dis- 
cover each other. By then, Ted had been in the 
Senate longer than Bobby, and he took some satis- 
faction in occasionally pointing thb out in public. 

Baby brothers remain baby brothers even after 
all tbeirelders are buried, and the intense competi- 
tiveness of the Kennedy’s childhood stayed with 
Teddy long after the competition was gone. Three 
times he rejected the virtual certainty of the Demo- 
cratic nomination because he knew it would be their 
victory, not hb. 

Now he has seized the gauntlet at the most inau- 


^ricious of moments. No one since 1856 hasunsea- 
t^ an incumbent President of hb own party. That 
Jack Kennedy might agree, b almost as tough a 
challenge as becoming the first Roman Catholic 
President of the United States. 

Ted Kennedy has deliberately avoided any 
dynastic symbols, any echoes of hb brother^ cam- 
paigns. He refill, despite the uigings of hb 
cronies, to use the dedication last month of tite JFK 
Memorial Librazy in Boston as the moment to 
announce hb candidacy. When he did annonnoe, 
not long after, be chose Boston's historical Faneuil 
Hall rather than the Senate Caucus Room in 
Washington, used by Bobby in 1968 as a deliberate 
reminder of Jack eight years before. 

He b, at the same time, well aware that American 
politics have chan^d since hb brother^ heyday. 
Electoral reforms mean that private money b no 
lon^r the price of rictory. There will be 38 primary 
contests in 1980, each affecting the numbers game 
at Augusfs Democratic Convention, rather than 
the mere 13 when brother Jack sneaked home in 
1960. 

More important, Viemam and Watergate have 
made the American electorate more cynicaJ, more 
alert to a politician's shoncomings thw hb 
strengths. The inevitability of Ted Kennedy's can- 
didacy for President — the 'divine right factor', as 
some of hb staff call it — b likely to prove more of a 
con than a pro. 

The closing dates for entry to the primaries, and 
their increased number, forced ''Kennedy to 
announce hb candidacy much earlier than either of 
hb brothers did. He knew it would prove a hand- 
icap, as it already has. The minute hb hat was in the 
ling, he was no longer a tantalizing, mythological 
figure ; be was an ambitious politician with feet of 
day. Hb lead over Carter in the polb halved within 
a week. 

As be granted.a multitude of long-refused inter- 
views, all the questions were about Chappaquid- 
dick, about hb separated wife, about the copious 
reports of other women in hb life. 

He responded badly. When asked a personal 
question, Kennedy answers in the third person, 
muttering about someone else whose personality 
rather pusles him. He also, to the deUght of the 
press, lapses into urns and ahs, changes the subject 
hastily, and faib on any topic to produce a syntacti- 
cal sentence. 

As journalists, day after day, gleefully quote 
transcripts of disastrous TV interviews in their 
Ttewspapers, Kennedy has come up with an explana- 
tion. " 1 guess iifs because 1 grew up in a large, 
bobterous femily, where there were bantering con- 
veisations. People caught the ideas, the sense and 
tire meanii^, tire humor of the conversations, 
without giviag frill explanations." 

The bad grammer b being improved. Kenned/s 
image-makers have been so vituperative that he has 
been sure, in recent TV biterviews, to reach a confi- 
dent full stop.

AH thk K just another day^ 
work for the workers at Queen 
Saovabha Memorial Institute, or, 
as it is commonly known, the 
Snalce Farm.

Why aren't the handlers tritten? 
Have they been inoculated widi 
^rtmi? Are they afraid? The tour- 
ists raurraur sudi questions as they 
watdi the snakes being force-fed 
or milked by the men working 
calmly in a pit full of hundreds of 


the world's most dangerous 
snakes. 

Utbom Wangniamklang. who 
has been an “extractor*' at the 
Snake Farm for ten years, was bit- 
ten once, by a pit viper. He was 
extracting venom from it when the 
^ake bit him on the finger. Fortu- 
nately there was serum close at 
band but, as he said, *' I was very 
sick for a few days." Bites are rare,

“^The snakes are very different 
here than in die jungle," Wan- 
grnamklang says in heavy Thai 

accent. It ( the snake pit) is a small 
area and they don't know how to 
run away. T^y are slower here. 
When they bhe, they are afraid of 
people, or they are hurt.'* 

No matter tew frightening tbe 
snakes may look, and die cobra as 
it rears up and flares its hood is 
particularly daunting, they are not 
aggressive and bite only when 
provoked. The handlen. to he 
sure, are more cautioas that is 
apparent to onlookers but snakes 
at the farm are welt fed and con- 
tent and have generally lost their 
jungle instincts. Poroe~ieediag is 
necessary because the snakes 
would not cat otherwise.

As a crowd gathers around a 2S 
by IS meter walled corral divided 
into three sections separating the 
handed kmits, cobras and king 
cobras, the two handlers walk 
quietly into the first section.

^ banded kraits are huddled 
under small concrete domes, lying 
in the sun or leisurely swimming in 
a small moat. 

One handler lifts a dome, picks 
up five or six of them and drapes 
ttem over his arm like a hunch of 
rope.

by one, he holds each b>' the head 
while the second man forces open 
the mouth and pushes a small 
piece of meat down its throat with 
a pair of tongs. After feeding, be

The handlers then begin milk- 
ing the snakes. One man squeezes 
the glands behind the snake's 
eyes.

BANGUI, Nov. 27 I AP) ~ A 
total of 48 political prisoners, 
including two former premiers 
and several ministers of ex- 
Premier Jean Bedel Bokassa. are 
being held in jail in Bangui 
Interior Minister G. Ghale has 
said. 

They include Ange Patasse. a 
leading opponent of President 
David Dacko, who took power 
from Bokassa in a French-backed 
coup Sept. 20. and Mrs. Elysabeth 
Domiiien, whom Bokassa named 
as Africa's first woman premier in 
January, 1975. 

Others arrested during inves- 
tigations into crimes committed 
under Bokassa's regime include a

minister. Jean Robert Zana. and 
military officers, Gbale said. 

Three members of the commis- 
sion investigating Bokassu's 
crimes have been removed from 
the body because they informed 
political allies of investigations 
uguinst them or delayed the 
inquiries, officials said.

A storm is brewing 
up fast because Premier Lee 
Moore of St. Kitts Nevis wants to 
transform his country from a 
British-protected associated state 
to full independence. The 
Nevisians have warned they will 
revolt rather than go to indepen- 
dence with St. Kitts.

not want to do for fear of a rc-run 
of the events of 1967. 

Tempers are fraying as the 
Nevisians glare from their poor 
but spectacularly beautiful island 
— where Horatio Nelson got mar- 
ried across 10 miles of blue sea to 
the equally beautiful St. Kitts, 
once known as the Gibraltar of the 
Caribbean. 

Lee Moore has had a series of 
meetings with British officials in 
London and is socking to his 
argument that St. Kitts and Nevis 
must go into indepen^nce 
together.

SEOUL, Nov. 27 ( AP) — Defy-

the statement before about 1,000 
students in Yonsei University, one 
of the oldest private, schools in 
Seoul. 

The statement demanded that 
all students expelled and profess 
sors dismissed under Park s rule 
be reinstated, campus surveillance 
by security authorities be discon- 
tinued and the Students Defense 
Corps be replaced by a student 
assembly. 

The Park government had dis- 
solved all student assemblies to 
introduce the defense corps. The 
13 student groups that issued 
Tuesday's siaiemeni operate 
under the defense corps. One 
school source said presumably 
half the 8.000 students at Yonsei 
should belong to at least one of the 
groups. 

Scores of armed policemen 


there were no incidents. 

The martial law command has 
banned all indoor and outdoor 
assemblies except non-political 
gatherings. Student activities of a 
political nature also are banned by 
emergency decree nine, issued by 
Park in 1975. 

The command said Tuesday it 
had arrested four students of 
Seoul National University for 
reading and distributing a state- 
ment demanding democratic 
reforms Oct. 22 and 23 on the 
campus. 

It said authorities were looking 
for six other students on similar 
charges and released three who 


played minor roles in the inci- 
dents. 

The four students read and cir- 
culated the statement on three 
occasions before groups of 50_to 
100 students, the command said. 

It said authorities would not 
condone any such violations of the 
ban agunst political assemblies 
and activities. 

The martial law command 
announced Monday the arrest of 
96 persons for organizing and 
attending an unlicensed political 
gathering at which they demanded 
the resignation of acting President 
Choi Kyu-hah.

Algae fertilizer may boost 
production of rice in India

A scum that forms in stagnant 
water may turn India into a net 
exporter of rice whhin years and 
contribute to the world assault on 
famine. . 

Blue-green algae, and their abil- 
ity to ‘fix’ nitrogen in the soil, are 
being exploited to reduce the 
enormous quantities of artificial 
fertilizer needed for the country s 
firing rice production. 

High-yield varieties, promising 
as they are, normally require so 
much nitrogen that incentives for 
die small farmer to sow them are 
diminishing. 

Now, afer more than 10 years 
of trials, the Indian institute for 
Agricultural Research is pushing 
ahead with its program to make 
the algae available to every 
farmer. . . 

Hans to develop 40 million 


acres for high-yield rice would 
normally need almost two million 
tons nitrogen, as much as the 
countiys total annual production, 
and far more than could be spared 
from other requirements. 

Without the use of algae, there- 
fore, thb target could be met only 
by expensive impioits of artificial 
fertilizer. 

Possibly the cost of the chemical 
might not deter prosperous far- 
mers, but 87 per cent of India's 
rice fanners have paddy fields of 
less than 10 acres, and some own 
le s s than 2.5 acres. If they are to be 
encour^ed, the cost of fertilizer 
must be kept to a minimum.

NEW YORK, Nov. 27 ( AP) — 
Some Major American Banks 
reduced their prime lending rates 
Monday to 15.5 percent, re^nd- 
tng to lower costs for acquiring 
funds and to cooling of demand by 
businesses for loans. 

Bunkers Trust Co. of Nev/ 
York, the eighth-laigest Ameri- 
can bank ranked ^ deposits, 
reduced its basic lending rate from 
a record 15.75 percenL It was the 
first reduction of the prime since 
the key rate began rising shaipiy 
last August. No. 1 1 Wells F^o 
Bank, based in San Francisco, 
quickly joined in the quarter- 
point reduction, as did several 
smaller regional banks. 

Banking industry analysts said 
they expected other major banks 
to lower their prime rates. 

Bankets Trust Chairman Alfred 
Brittain said the reduction 
’‘reflects a decline in our own cost 
of funds." 

** Based on the slowing forces at 
work within the U.S. economy, we 
believe that money market rates 
have now peaked," Brittain said.

The Phil4>pines became a pro- 
visional GA*^ member in August 
1973 and has been applying 
GATT rules on a proriskmal basis 
ever since racreasing exports from 
S2.3 billion in 1975 (oS3.8 billion 
lost year. 

The GATT countries together 
account for 85 per cent of world 


trade and absorbed 82 per cent of 
the Philipf^s foreign trade in 
1977. They include all industrial- 
ized states, six socialist countries 
and 56 Third World states.

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Peking welcomes return 
to competing in Olympics

PEKING. Nov. 27 IR)— China 
Tuesday welcomed its n**admis- 
''ion to the Olympic movement 
'<iying ihut athletes from Peking 
and Taipei could now both take 
part in the l*i)dn games at Lake 
Placid, New York, and Moscow. 

The results of u postal ballot 
among members of the Interna- 
tional Olympic Committee (IOC) 
which granted recognition to the 
Peking-based Chinese Olympic 
Committee, were published on the 
front pages of all Peking newspap- 
ers Tuesday. 

IOC members voted to restore 
the People's Republic to member- 
ship after a break of 21 years. 

'The sporting organization in 
Taipei will now be called the 
Chinese Taipei Olympic Commit- 
tee . Taiwanese athletes will not be 
able to use the island's flag and 
national anthem at future games. 

A Chinese Olympic Committee 
ofBcial was quoted by the New 
China News Agency as saying that 
the vote meant that athletes from 
both the mainland and the island 
could take part in the games. 

He went on to propose sports 
exchanges across the Taiwan 
Strait, including a swap of coaches 


“so as to make common progress 
in pre-Olympic training." 

“ We wUl give a cordial welcome 
to sports representatives from 
Taiwan to Peking and assure them 
freedom of entry and departure. 

**We will also send our rep- 
resentatives to Taiwan. We hope 
the Taiwan authorides will give 
priority to the honor of the nation 
as a whole, and facilitate such 
sports exchanges." 

The agency said in another 
report from Lausanne, Switzer- 
land, where the result of the ballot 
was announced, that the vote “has 
Hnaily solved" the problem of 
Chinese representation. 

“Observers in Lausanne held 
that with the participauon of the 
sportsmen from the People's 
Republic of China, a country with 
a population of about one billion, 
in hiture Olympic games, the 
Olympic movement will grow 
stronger and become more rep- 
resentative.” 

Peking crowned a four-year 
campaign for the right to take part 
in the games for the first time 
under the Communist flag with a 
decisive victory in a postal ballot.

Slicing the Olympic pie

LOS ANGELES. Nov. 27 — 
** We don't print our own money 
here, ” the United States Olympic 
Committee's Lany McCollum 
explains. So McCollum, assistant 
to USOC Director of Operations 
Jerry Lace, has t b » j o b ■of.goor- 
dinating which amateur sport of 
the 38 under the USOC umbrella 
gets what percentage of the 
Olympic money pie. 

The USOC is a federally diar- 
tered, non-profit organization. It 
submits annual and quadrennial 
audits to the House Judiciary 
Committee which are public 
information. But in the muddle of 
accounting and the USOCs not- 
quhe-clear formulas for dispens- 
ing fimds, there never is an exact 
explanation, of why, for instance, 
team handball irad the tiiird- 
highest infiision of money during 
the last four years from one 
Olympics to another, behind only 
men’s track and field and swim- 
ming. 

Here are the foctors involvingin 
such depensing of funds, as 
determined by the USOC. • 

Team handball is an Underde- 
veloped Sport, at the bottom of 
three levels of development under 
Developed Sports and Emerging 
Sports. An Underdeveloped 
Sports is defined by the USOC as 
** them with little public aware- 
ness, limited number of athletes, 
and virtually rra programs in 
schools and colleges. " 

A 15-member panel, the Com- 
mittee on Development, arrives at 
the percentage of money granted 
each sport, based on the 
aforementioned Developed- 
Emerging- Underdeveloped 
thesis. 

Underdeveloped Sports are in 
line for more help from the 
USOC, simply becausethey need 
aid for development But this 
on whether the formula 
becomes clouded by the USOCs 
” two-fold effort : developing 
“ grass-roots” programs, and 
helping athletes " polish their 
skills. " ” The polishing part 
then, could and often does touch 
athletes in Developed Sports. 

The way McCollum puts it is that 
Underdeveloped Sports “ get 
more consideration, but not- 
necessarilv more money. ” 


In fact the two sports best sup- 
ported &ancially by the USCKT 
during the last quadreonium, 
track and field and swimming, are 
both considered Developed 
Sports. Which is to say, ” those 
followed widely by the sports 
public, sports and broadcasters, 
with a (aige poof of world-class 
athletes and well-developed prog- 
rams within OUT nation's schools, 
colleges and clubs. ” 

To pump financial life into all its 
sports, the USOChasS 9.2 million 
of hs$ 26 million budget available 
for the period leading up to the 
1980 Olympics. And even though 
there are many generous con- 
tributors, mostly corporations, no 
one sport becomes richer until the 
USOC gives its aji^rovaL Toyota's 
ceremonious donation of $ 1 mil- 
lion in 1977, saying it was ” to 
train American athletes for the 
1980 Games” is somewhat mis- 
leading. The money went directly 
to the USOCs general fund, from 
there to be used as the USOC sees 
fit. 

"Our executive board discerns 
the method for how that money, 
or any money, will be used,” 
USOC executive director Don 
Miller says. "The executive board 
ai^roved the $ 9.2 million to the 
governing bodies, for mstance, we 
do not receive any money or with 
strings attached. That means that 
those monies given are not 
e}q)eaded on a particular sport ; 
th^ cannot be earmarked for a 
particular sport or a particular 
purpose.” 

For instance, if a concerned and 
rich fon of shooting, seeing that 
sport receired only $ 182 during 
the last four years, donated money 
which he hoped would bolster 
shooting, be would have -no 
guarantee that the money would 
not end up in USOC office sup- 
plies or telephone expenses. 


Donations, of course, are the 
primary source of the USOCs 
income. Of the S 26 million 
budgeted for this quadrennium, $ 
17 million has already been gen- 
erated by corporate donations; 
not to mention miliioas more in 
services and products. Additional 
corporate donations, private 
donations and souvenir sales will 
provide the rest of the money. 
(LAT) 


lancc of Peking's membership was 
approved by 62 IOC members 
with 1 7 against. 

The resolution effectively 
grants membership to two Chin- 
ese groups, but the National 
Olympic Committee based on 
Taiwan must amend its constitu- 
tion by January 1 . 1 980, to remain 
in the world body. 

It must also change its anthem, 
flag and emblem, to the satisfac- 
tion of the IOC. to make clear that 
it represents only the island of 
Taiwan, and end any claim to con- 
trol the whole of China as it has 
done under the Nationalist Chin- 
ese flag despite its retreat to the 
island after the Communist vic- 
tory ended the Civil War in 1949 . 

IOC vice-president 'MuEarfp~ 
mad Mzali of Tunisia, announced 
the result of the postal ballot at a 
press conference here, saying the 
Peking membership came into 
effect immediately. He personally 
did not think Taipei would take 
further legal steps against the 
decision. 

The decision allows organisers 
of the Winter Games to send a 
formal invitation to Peking this 
week, and it is expected that some 
speed-skaters and possibly an 
im-hockey team will compete 
under the Red flag there is Febru- 
ary. 

China is a member of 13 of the 
international federations w'hich 
control sports on the program of 
the Summer Games in Moscow 
next Julv.

Freedom of some speech 

Olympic journalists given caution 


MOSCOW, Nov. 27 (AP) — 
The head of Soviet radio and tele- 
vision has promised every assis- 
tance to foreign broadcasters cov- 
ering the Moscow Olympics, but 
he expressed hope that they will 
concentrate on the games. 

Foreign broadcasters attending 
the start of a seminar on Olympic 
broadcasting quoted Sergei Lapin, 
the Soviet Union's top broadcast- 
ing executive. Monday as predici- 


ing reporters will have time to 
cover only “sports, not politics.” 

Lapin said reporters will be wel- 
come to interview Muscovites on 
Olympic topics, but predicted that 
citizens would not want to be 
interviewed on such topics as 
"Cliina or Iran." 

“Those journalists (who seek 
political interviews) are in for 
many unpleasant surprises,” 
reporters at the seminar quoted 


Lapin as saying. “Our people are 
well educat^ and they know not 
only what to answer to such ques- 
tions, but also when and when not 
to answer.” 

Promising full cooperation with 
fore^ broadcasters, Lajnn noted 
that there was no need to fear 
strikes by Soviet technicians. 
Strikes have happened in other 
countries during major sports 
events.

Zambians demand over $3b from U.K. oil firms 


LUSAKA, Nov. 27 (Agencies) — The 
Zambian government is demanding more 
thanS 3 billion compensation from 17 British 
oil companies who allegedly considered to 
transfer oil meant for Zambia to Rhodesia in 
violation of international sanctions. Zambian 
Anomey General Frederick Chomba said 
Tuesday. 

The claim reflects a revised assessment of 
damages since Zambia originally filed suit 
against the oil companies in 1 977. brought by 
then-Zambian .Vfin/ster of Legal Affairs 
Vfaicza Chona. 

The original suit called for compensation 
for damages totalling nearlyS I billion but the 
attorney general said since then damages 
have tripled. 

‘'Hie position at the moment is that we are 
in the process of updating the statement of 
claim which we submitted before the Zam- 
bian High Court to take into account the 
evidence that has come to light from publica- 
tion of the Bingham Report on oil sanctions 
by the British eovemment.*' Chomba said. 

He said the problem at the moment was to 
induce the oil companies to respond to the 
suit. 

"We are working out a modus operandi on 
how to get over thb problem and get the 
foreign companies to answer the summons." 
he said. 

The ^vemment was considering taking 
the castf to an international court to try or.

At lATA meeting in Manila 

U.S. under bitter attack for aviation policy 


MANILA. Nov. 27 (AP) — The director 
general of the International Air Transport 
Association (lATA) attacked the United 
States Tuesday as a threat to a coordinated, 
smoothly functioning world aviation indus- 
liy. 

A report by Knut Hammarskjold on the 
state of the industry at the end of 1979 
charged that the U.S. Civil Aeronautics 
Boa^ is bucking almost every government 
and airline and even other U.S. government 
agencies by trying to " export its domestic 
deregulation experiment to the rest of the 
world. " 

Hammarskjold presented the report at the 
fu^t working session of lATA's 35th annual 
general meeting, during which industry 
sources said the air policies of President 


Jimmy Carter were certain to come under 
constant and bitter attack. 

" I believe it would be both tragic and iron- 
ical if the txaditional panem in lATA were to 
be disrupted by ill-advised unilateral 
action, " the Swedish LATA chief said, in a 
message of thanks to President Ferdinand 
Marcos. 

" I fear that such action, even if taken in 
the name of freedom and liberalism, may 
instead lead to polarization, fragmentation, 
isoladoiiism and a retrograde retreat into a 
parochial mentality and ultimately to protec- 
tionism. " 

Such developments, he said," would trans- 
form not only the aviation environment as we 
know it but would also have negative spill- 
over effects on international understanding 
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authorities handled the situation succes.sfully. 

On the other hand, Islamic governments 
and organizations continued to denounce the 
attack. In Kuwait, the newspaper A/ 
described the assault as the "ugliest crime 
ever perpetrated on Islam and Muslims" . it 
said“ihe criminal act failed in its objectives, 
as falsehood cannot triumph over truth." 

Commenting on the visit of the Ruler of 
Kuwait to Riyadh Monday, A/ -AiU)aa said the 
common destiny, history and faith provided a 
platform for the meeting of the two 
sovereigns. 

Another Kuwaiti daily At Siyasstii said 
that " this deviationist group has placed the 
autborities before a fait accompli that has to 
be treated from its very roots. " The paper 


expressed its gratitude to Saudi officials who, 
it said, handled the situation in a most 
responsible and desirable manner. 

Ln Abu Dhabi, the newspaper a/ - laeAorf 
lauded the Islamic world's complete solidar- . 
ity with Saudi Arabia and said that Muslims 
ought to show cooperation in different fields 
as well to give a new force to themselves and 
their faith. 

In Amman, the daily A/ denounced 
the assault on the Grand Mosque and said the 
action ofthe assailants was" characteristic of 
their shallowness. " 

It urged the Islamic states to make serious 
efforts to deal with the deviationist tendency 
of some Muslim youth andd checking the 
phenomena of (^generation and dbintegra- 
tkm in the Islamic societies.

Hammarskjold found a pro-regulation ally 
in Marcos, although the Philippine leader's 
mention pf the lATA-U.S. confrontation was 
more subdued. He said the Philippines is 
" urging caution and moderation in current 
efforts to fully deregulate the international 
aviation industry and diminish the role of 
multQateral (^operation. " 

Conference organizers said more than 70U 
chief executives and other senior officials of 
103 lATA airlines are attending the four-day 
general meeting. 

The meeting is lATA's first under a reor- 
ganization plan that makes member partici- 
pation in the trade association mandatory but 
gives airlines the option of participating in 
traffic conferences setting passenger fares, 
cargo rates and service standards subject to 
government approval. 

Officials said the reorganization was to 
allow more competition, flexibility and inno- 
vation in pricing and service, achieving one 
goal of the U.S. policy.

Carrington, who flew to Brussels Monday 
afternoon, has steered the conference 
through many pitfalls in recent weeks, includ- 
ing crucial agreement on a new consdtutloa 
and transitional plans for new elections. 

But Britain' $ ultimate goal is finding a final 
settlement to Rhodesia's seven-year-old w'ar. 
and Monday’s developments once again 
imperiled the fate of the negotiations. 

In Salisbury, former Prime Minister Ian 
Smith said Monday he would be willing to 
work with a Patriotic Front government if the 
guerrilla alliance came to power through 
elections. 

"If they are the government we will work 
with them. If s no use living in the past, the 
past is gone." Smith said. 

">\'hether we like it or not we are foced 
with circumstances that are bringing in the 
PF, so we must get on with it." 

Smith said the decision that the PF would 
accept the British constitutional proposals 
was made at the Commonwealth heads of 
government meeting in Lusaka last August. 

He expected the London talks to end this 
week or next, but said elections would not be 
held before March at the earliest. 

The British and Salisbury governments are 
pressing for a nvo month campaigning 
period, but the Front says less than six 
months will play into the hands of the incum- 
bjsnts. 

The Front was gaining concessions by con- 
tinually delaying die London talks. Smith 
said. "They are getting better terms for them- 
selves all the time."

The dollar was mixed on wi>rld 
money markets Tuesday. Gold 
bullion prices retreated slightly. 
Markets remained nervous with 
the U.S. Iranian conflict omin- 
ously in the background. 

^A^e^e the dollar lost ground, 
dealers ched Monday’s lowering 
of prime bank rates by several 
major U.S. banks as themain fac- 
tor. Lower interest rates mean 
j that dollar holdings provide less 
return to investors. 

In London, the pound was 
worth $ 2.1635 from $ 2.1615 
overnight. 

In Japan, the dollar broke 
throu^ the 250-yen barrier to 
reach its highest rate on the Tokyo 
foreign exchange market in more 
than two years and the Bank of 
Japan announced a series of steps 
to check foe yen's decline. 

The dollar closed at 251. .525 
yen, up fiom 249.675 yen Monday 
and 248.375 yen last Thursday, 
before a three-day weekend. 

The Bank of Japan sold un esti- 
mated $ 4U0 million to $ 600 mil- 
lion in total spot trading ofS 171 
billion in its efforts to stop the 
yen's slide. It had spent an esti- 
mated $ 300 million Monday. 

Later, the bank announced var- 
ious steps aimed at stopping 
speculative yen selling and curb- 
ing a drain of capital fromJupan. 

The dollar has been climbing 
against the yen since last 
November, when President 
Jimmy Carter announced a series 
of dollar defense measures after 


the dollardropped below 180 yen. 

For those in Japan with dollar 
incomes, the difference is, for 
example, a drop from $ 28 to $ 20 
fora moderate 5.000-yen restaur- 
ant meal for one. 

Foreign exchange dealers and 
analysts said the new central bank 
measures will exert a psychologi- 
cal pressure against excessive 
speculative moves, but some 
expressed concern that the yen's 
basically weak tone may not 
change. 

Fundamental reasons for the 
yen's decline include Japan's 
worsening balance of fiayments 
and hs oil supply problems. Japan 
imports almost all its oil and pays 
for most of it in dollars. 

The new measures include 
requirements for detailed reports 
on foreign exchange banks' deal- 
ings. 

West Germany s banking fed- 
eration said Tuesday that despite 
its troubles, the dollar remains the 
cornerstone of world trade arid 
must stay at the center of the 
intemationai monetary system. 

In its annual report, the federa- 
tion said the dollar must maintain 
Its “central function within the 
international monetary struc- 
mre." whose stability is essential 
to world trade. 

*nie feiieration maintained the 
dollai's role cannot be assumed by 
any otter currency, and it culled 
on the United States to make 
every effort to stabilize its cur- 
rency. 
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
